CHICAGO, Oct. 18— Gov. 
William G, Stratton gave to the 
Senate Banking Committee to~ 
day his explanation of why he 
did nothing about a constitu- 
tional provision, ignored by 
Orville E. Hodge, which re- 
quired Hodge to submit semi- 
annual reports on the auditor's 
office to the Governor. 

Stratton insisted the reports 
were not important because in 
the years following drafting of 
the constitution, a different 
rocedure had been followed by 
is and previous administra- 
tions for getting this informa- 
ticn. 

He said information on the 
balance in the various state ac- 
counts could be obtained from 
the monthly reports from the 
state finance department, which 
is under the Governor's super- | 
vi-ion. 

che Post-Dispatch disclosed 
ye-ierday that Gov. Stratton 
knew long before the Hodge 
scandals broke that the Auditor 
was not filing the semi-annual 
reports required under the state 
constitution. Hodge was the only 
state official not complying. — 

Frequent Clashes. 

Stratton, a Republican, and 
Senator J. William Fulbright, 
Arkansas Democrat, and com- 
mittee chairman, clashed fre- 
quently during the questioning. 

Fulbright asked why Stratton 
was “so slow” in starting the 
investigation of Hodge. 

“I'm not talking. about the 
speed with whidh you acted 
after you got started, but your 
delay in getting started,” the 
Senator said. 

Stratton replied: “In the first 
instance, it was a question of 
investigating charges that 
would not have authorized me 
to use y powers and 


“When Hotige tefused to 
make hig records available to 
the press, I first really became 
suspicious, and when I made up 
my mind it was definitely an 
embezzlement, I acted promptly 
and effectively.’ 

Stratton insisted theré was no 
attempt to “spirit” Hodge away 
to prison before all the facts in 
the investigation could be de- 
termined. The Governor said 
he “resented” the implication 
he had any “political deal” with 
Hodge. He asserted he would 
like to know the identity of 
Hodge's associates.

it is to know the theese-eating 
habits of \the nation, since he 
is an executive in the cheese 
division of one of the country’s 
largest food companies. We 
asked him how cheese prefer- 
ences vatied throughout the 
country, and he teld us that 
in wed He ame the eastern | 
seaboa nd in other cosmopo- 
litan areas throughout the 
country where a heavy per- 
centage of the population is: 
foreign-born (Detroit, for ex- 
ample) there is a marked pref- 
erence for the lustier cheeses 
such as Liederkranz, Sap Sago, 
Brie and Camembert. 

Throughout ‘the Midwest the 
great demiand is for the milder 
varieties and the natural 
cheeses. Here Swiss, Cheddar, 
the variqus cheese foods, 
spreads and loaves win all pop- 
ularity pplls: Oh, we have 
cheese fanciers who enjoy all 
of the varieties listed above plus 
many others, of course, but they 
are the exception rather than 
the rule these parts. 

Whatever the favorite may be 
in your houselrold, cheese is a 
wholesome, nourishing food and 
certainly deserves.a place on 
your marketing list at any time, 
and especially during the Octo- 
ber cheese festival.

ATURE is co-operating nice- 
Ny with the campaign to high- 
light chéese, since apples are 
one of the three most abundant 
producé items in St. Louis this 
week. And, we ask you, what is 
better than a@ crisp, juicy apple 
and a wedge of nippy cheese? 
What is simpler and what is a 
more sophisticated dessert? 

Apples are here aplenty—the 
popular and reasonably priced 
Jonathans, Willow Twig from 
Calhoun county, Rome Beauties, 
Golden * Delicious, and higher 
priced but mighty fine Red De- 
licious from Michigan. 

Incidentally, we are right in 
the swing of the Michigan apple 
harvest, and suppliers tell us 
the fruft'is showing unusually 
high color: 

Most of the Jonathans are 
running small in size but excel- 
lent in condition. On the other 
hand, the Red Delicious are run- 
ning big in size and since price 
is largely ye upon size, 
this means that they ‘will cost 


more money. 

Pears are another natural 
with cheese; they are here from 
California and Oregon. Or try 
your favorite cheese with some 
of the fine Tokay, seedless or 
Ribier grapes (slightly higher 
than last week, however). 

Speaking of grapes, we are 
right in the height of the Con- 
cord season and here is a tip: 
A freeze in the northern grow- 
ing area did affect the Concord 
Crop to some extent. You may 
notice some of the stems show 
a brown color, but don’t let it 
worry you, the grapes them- 
selves are all right or they 


wouldn’t have been picked and 
shipped, and most of them are | 
showing good sugar content. 

The freeze does mean, how- 
ever, that you probably won't 
get grapes at prices any ‘lower 
than they are being offered this 
week, so better not- delay if you 
want some. 

One other member of the 
grape? family should be men- 
tioned; juice grapes for wine 
now are available in ample sup- 

ly. 

To round out the fruit pic- 
ture, you will find your better 
orange buys in the small sizes; 
Florida citrus shipments gre in- 
creasing slowly but steadily; 
bananas and pineapples are un- 
changed. This may be your last 
chance to enjoy good quality 
melons, Italian prunes almost 
are on their way out. 

It is good to know that there 
will be no shortage of pumpkin 
pies or jack-o-lanterns this Hal- 
loween; pumpkins are filling the 
fruit stands to the brim.

Illinois State Constitution, 
Article V, Section 20. 

This is the basic law of Illinois with respect to 
the reports which Gov. Stratton should have 
received from Orville E. Hodge, the ex-Auditor 
who looted the state treasury of $1,300,000. 

The legal requirement could not be any 
plainer. Every six months, under oath, it was 
up to Hodge to send to Gov. Stratton a report 
on all the money he took in and ail that he 
paid out.

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No Cadillacs, Please 


Vice President Nixon, who for 1952 proscribed 
mink coats in favor of cloth coats, has for this 
campaign proscribed the Cadillac automobile.

Mr. Nixon’s objection to the Cadillac is not, 
of course, a reflection on that excellent automo- 
bile, which he uses himself in Washington.

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Gathering the Facts on Transit 

A new and serious step toward tackling the St. 
Louis metropolitan area's vexing and long-stand- 
ing complex of transit and traffic problems will 
be taken in about three weeks. Nothing has 
been done since the voters defeated a proposal 
for a metropolitan transit authority nearly 
two years ago. The new project was offered 
after the defeat of that plan, and offers a scien- 
tific study to determine exactly what ought to 
be done to make movement in the metropolitan 
area swift and simple. 

This effort is to be by engineering firms em- 
ployed jointly by the city, the county and the 
Missouri State Highway Commission, and super- 
vised by the City-County Transit Committee. As 
a starter the engineers will seek to trace the 
daily travel pattern of St. Louisans. Home and 
roadside interviews, traffic counts and the like 
will be used. Public co-operation is essential to 
the success of this fact-finding project. 

Eventually studies of the area’s traffic situa- 
tion will be made, especially in relation to its 
effect upon the speed of public transit. Exist- 
ing transit service and facilities will be evalu- 
ated. The feasibility of some form of rapid 
transit will be examined. And among other 
things the engineers also will report the relative 
advantages and disadvantages of various types of 
transit ownership and operation. 

This is going to be a big job. It will take 
close to two years to complete. The cost will 
run to more than a half a million dollars. But 
when it is finished the metropolitan area ought 
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to have @ detailed blueprint for action. Our 

transit and traffic problems will still be with us.

‘H-Bomb Questions for the G.0.P. 


President Eisenhower has not said his last 


reply to Gov, Stevenson's Tuesday night speech. 
Having urged the Democratic nominee to clarify 
his stand in specific detail, we now make the 
same suggestion to the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration. , 

Gov. Stevenson says H-bomb tests should be 
ended hy agreement among the atomic powers, 


' as a first step toward breaking the deadlock on 


a wider disarmament agreement. If the Admin- 
istration opposes his suggestion, what initiative 
of its own does it offer to break the deadlock? 
We hope the Eisenhower Administration will 
give a clear and specific answer. 

Senator Clinton Anderson, who was misrepre- 
sented by Mr. Eisenhower as opposing the Ste- 


' venson plan, but who heartily indorses it instead, 


says there is no sense in continuing to develop 
bigger hydrogen weapons than can be used. 
What is the Administration’s answer on this 
point raised by the chairman of the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Atomic Energy? 

Gov. Stevenson says the tests should be 
stopped because they endanger the human race 
itself. Does the Administration agree that any 
danger exists? If not, what evidence can it offer 
in rebuttal? If danger does exist, the White 
House ought to explain in clear and specific 
detail, what offsetting gains can justify continu- 
ing the tests at the risk of poisoning the earth's 
atmosphere. 

President Eisenhower has implied that nuclear 
research would have to be abandoned unless 
H-bomb tests could be continued. Gov. Steven- 
son says research could and should be continued, 
so that testing could be resumed if some other 
nation broke the ban. We hope that the Presi- 
dent will explain why the testing of large-scale 
H-bombs. (the only kind of testing at issue) is 
necessary for nuclear research te continue. 


Gov, Stevenson says the H-bomb will not be 
secret very long and that testing should be 
banned now before other nations than the Big 
Three start experimenting. What is the Admin- 
istration’s reply on this score? 

The issue, we think, has been clarified a good 
deal by Gov. Stevenson’s forthright speech. If 
the Cabinet “team” will do as well, the discus- 
sion of a solemnly important subject will be 
greatly advanced.

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The Beloved ‘Li’l Fellow’ 


Everybody loves small business just before 
an election. The Democrats have been avowing 
their affection ever since the conventions. Re- 
cently President Eisenhower, Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson and Vice President Nixon have all 
taken pains to declare their own passion for the 
“li'l fellow.” Any intimation to the contrary, 
the President said at Pittsburgh, is “political 
irresponsibility at its worst.” 

The President said “enforcement of anti-trust 
laws has never been more strict and effective 
than in these last four years.” But the House 
Anti-Trust subcommittee last December, re- 
porting that business mergers had reached a 
25-year peak, accused the Justice Department 
and Federal Trade Commission of offering only 
“token” enforcement of the anti-merger laws. 

The President said “we, not they, created the 
Small Business Administration.” But he neglected 
to add that this agency was set up in 1953 as 
successor to the Smaller Defense Plants Corpo- 
ration, which went back to 1942, and the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, which went 
back to the Hoover Administration. 

Nor did the President, Secretary Wilson, and 
Vice President Nixon refer to statistics in the 
last Economic Report of the President, which 
show that the number of business failures with 
liabilities under $100,000 has been running 
like this: 


1946-52 average — — —..5,874 
1952 — — —- — — — 7,081 
1953 —— — —_— —_—_ -_— 8,075 
1954 — — —_— — 10,226 
1955 —— — — —- — — 10,113 


A large share of the debate over small busi- 
ness is bunk, inasmuch as a large share of the 
troubles of small business is not readily curable 
by Government action. But the Eisenhower 
Administration is far off base when it tries to 
create the fmpression that no problem exists.

It is natural but dangerous to see in 
the present crisis over Suez, of which 
the most important by-product may well 
be a serious worsening of Anglo-Ameri- 
can relations, simply an example of 
the “childishness” of the American peo- 
ple, or of the nefarious influence of 
the Presidential election, or of the in- 
competence, bad faith, and evasiveness 
of Mr. Dulles. 

Suez only underlines a tause of 
Anglo-American conflict that will re- 
main after the re- 
treat from Suez has 
been completed and 
after Mr. Dulles 
has left the Depart- 
ment of State. 


It was, no doubt, 
a “Freudian slip” 
that made Mr. Dul- 
les talk tactlessly 
of “colonialism,” 
but there is no rea- 
son to doubt that 
out of the fullness 
of the mouth the 
heart spoke. In 
linking the status 
of the Suez canal 
with the bogy of “colonialism,” Mr. 
Dulles spoke not only for himself but 
for most Americans. 

It is, I think, true to say that few 
countries have done a more thorough 
revision of their historical teaching than 
have the Americans in the past genera- 
tion. Few schools and fewer colleges 
now teach the old, simple story of the 
wickedness of King George III.

As to American Attitudes 


But the fact remains that the United 
States owes its sovereign status to a 
revolution and to a revolution based on 
principles easily, too easily, appealed 
to by real or bogus nationalist move- 
ments all over the world. To the aver- 
age American “freedom” is an unam- 
biguous word, and one undoubted as- 
pect of it is the right of all peoples to 
do as they like with their own. Egypt 
can do as she likes with the Suez canal. 


It is unavailing to point out that this 
was not always the American line, that 
dollar diplomacy had, asa corollary, 
the (Theodore Roosevelt) doctrine that 
insisted on the paramount rights of 
creditors. It is not even much use re- 
ferring to Panama. 

That is water over the dam. The 
American man or woman in the street 
does not care at all or cares on the 
Egyptian side. ““‘Why should the Queen 
of England, already the richest woman 
in the world, want to squeeze more 
money out of the poor Egyptians?” 
asked one indignant female reader of 
an important American paper. Why 
indeed? And sentiments a little, but 
not much more, sophisticated are com- 
mon enough. 


What Mr. Dulles Has in Mind 


But there is more behind the Ameri- 
can attitude than mere sentiment. There 
is a judgment that the days of “imperi- 
alism” and “colonialism” are over; that 
the shot fired in 1775 by “the \embat- 
tled farmers” has been heard round 
the world; that the old imperial pow- 
ers, Britain, France and The Nether- 
lands, have been deaf to its resonance; 
but that the United States need not 
.be, and is not. 

And as we all know the Americans 
like to be liked, at home and abroad; 
and they believe, or most of them be- 
lieve, that they would be more liked if 
they had not such unpopular imperialist 
partners as Britain and France. 

Sir Winston may not have taken of- 
fice to preside over the liquidation of 
the British Empire, but Mr. Dulles is 
of a different mind. The liquidation is 
on the way; it must be conducted with 
as little damage to peace and to the 


a 


position of the United States as possi- 
ble. I believe that fundamentally that 
is the policy of any possible American 
Administration. 


It is easy to score points against the 
Americans. If (as is possible) the policy 
of racial integration, solemnly declared 
part of “the supreme law of the land,” 
breaks down, we shall share in the dis- 
credit that will then fall far more heav- 
ily than most Americans realize on the 
United States and her allies, 


We are continually being told that 
we are too slow in adjusting ourselves 
to the world climate of opinion; this 
may be true, but the Americans may 
soon be seen as even slower. We shall 
have to pay for Eastman and Shivers. 


Russians, invited to see free elections 
in the model democracy, may spend all 
their time in Mississippi or Georgia. 
But things are too serious for debating 
points. What we (and the Americans) 
need is a policy and a language for a 
post-imperial age. 


Common ‘Problem and Policy 


It would be idle to deny that both 
in Britain and France there was a no- 
ticeable tone of mere indignation that 
Egyptians should be allowed to behave 
this way. And in the end, if our eco- 
nomic position depends on the easy 
movement of oil through the canal, we 
may have to settle on poor terms. 


But there will remain the problem 
of working out a post-imperial policy, 
common to us and the United States. 

We shall have to discuss, for instance, 
the problem of whether (as Americans 
tend innocently to assume) there ex- 
ists in every new “nation” an adequate- 
ly equipped ruling class to which large 
sums of money or other claims on our 
resources can be entrusted. 


We shall have*to ask the Americans 
to ponder the question of what “free- 
dom” means in an Asian context today. 
I was in Washington when President 
Sukarna of Indonesia cast himself suc- 
cessfully in the role of Washington-Jef- 
ferson-Lincoln.. Nobody asked him 
whether “Merdeka” meant quite what 
Americans mean by “liberty.” 

We shall have to discuss the ques- 
tion of whether certain free nations 
have the material resources to pay for 
even a mediocre modern government. 


Stocktaking To Be Done 


We shall have to dwell on the pain- 
ful truth that, even if we could be 
certain that all capital advanced would 
be usefully spent, the world is so poor 
that many regions. will remain very poor 
for the lifetime of all of us. 

Both nations will have to do a lot of 
stocktaking. But there are two thoughts 
for us to bear in mind. Americans are 
not as scandalized as we are by govern- 
mental irregularity. An American just 
back from West Africa was not shocked 
by a revelations of tampering with 
the pure canons of administration as 
known to the British Civil Service. 
After all, as he said, “I live in Illinois, 
where they steal on a much bigger 
scale.” 

And if we wonder whether Iranians, 
Egyptians and Javanese are fit to run a 
complicated, modern economy, many 
Americans wonder if we are. 

It is a pretty universal American be- 
lief that getting rid of George III and 
all he stood for was the necessary pre- 
condition of American greatness. The 
analogy with Egypt, India and Indo- 
nesia is not a perfect one, but it is one 
that comes naturally to most Ameri- 
cans and not only to Mr. Dulles.

How Labor Voted in ’52 


WHEN LABOR VOTES, by Arthur Kornhauter. (Uni 
versity Books, 352 pqs., $5.) 

There is a distinct difference between 
the efforts of many of the commercial 
public opinion pollsters who predict 
election results and the work of Arthar 
Kornhauser and his associates, de- 


scribed in “When Labor Votes.” Many~ 


commercial pollsters use techniques 
which are too poor to produce reliable 
and unbiased results. The raerord 
proves their failures. 

Kornhauser’s work is based on much 
better techniques and at the same 
time his claims are much less preten- 
tious. He is not attempting any fore- 
cast. Instead he furnishes a thorough 


understanding of the behavior of ¢er- | 


tain’ union members as voters. He 
sheds light on some far-reaching ques- 
tions and the results can help in better 
gauging the political activity of unions 
and the vote of union members in the 
1956 presidential elections. 


Arthur Kornhauser and a group of 
associates interviewed a scientifically 
selected sample of members of the In- 
ternational Union, United Automobile, 
Aircraft and Agricultural Implemeet 
Workers of America in greater Detroit. 
Interviewing took place prior to the 
1952 presidential elections and ques- 
tions related to their voting intentions.

Slide Rule Princess 
Of Atomic Era

GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 18 (AP). 

HERE is a young gal engineer here who holds 

down a top job in building America’s guided 

missiles—— but admits she can’t fix her own 
motor car. 

“I can change a tire,” said Ruth Harlam, smiling. 
“But if anything goes wrong with the motor, I take it 
to the garage, just like everybody else.” 

The current national shortage of trained engineers 

has broken down much of the old antipathy against 
® career women in this field. At 32 Miss Harlam, dark- 
> haired and quietly attractive, is a rising slide rule 
= pnincess of the atomic era. 
: She is a project supervisor in developing launch- 
; ing mechanisms for two key weapons in the nation’s 
| defense arsenal—the “Talos” and “Bomarc” guided 
¢ missiles. She directs a staff of 23 male draftsmen and 
engineers in the laboratory of the American Machine 
& Foundry Co. 

It soufds like an unfeminine job, but Miss Har- 
lam was advanced to it because of the outstanding 
work she did on such other unfeminine projects as 
a new howitzer, an anti-aircraft gun and a tank.

THE GAL is thoroughly feminine herself. She 
wears dresses in the laboratory, donning slacks only 
when her job sometimes makes it more practical. She 
likes to knit and would rather cook than eat out, 
eventually hopes to marry and have a family.

MISS HARLAM BLUSHED when asked if her 
knowledge of thermodynamics might operate as a 
barrier to romance by making her too critical of men, 
who are usually more thermal than dynamic. 

“No, I don’t think so,” she said. “Men are hu- 
man, after all, and not an engineering problem. There 
is no predictable scientific law on how two people 
fall in love.” 

She has found neither her sex nor her youth 
much of a handicap in supervising male engineers 
senior to her. 

“They don’t resent me,” she said. “In engineer- 
ing work, what determines how a thing gets done is 
whether it is right or wrong. Whether a girl says it 
or a man makes no difference. 

“Girls with the right training and the right at- 
titude toward their work can do as well as men. There 
is a certain amount of prejudice against them still, 
but most of it can be overcome by showing you can 
do the work. That is the only solution I know of. A 
girl can’t do it by ch Alone.”

Carbon Monoxide 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


EAR Dr. Steincrohn: I am an automobile mechanic 

and the past few winters I have had some trouble from 

breathing carbon monoxide in our closed shop, This 
gives me a headache, dizziness and sometimes sickness in 
my stomach, My heart 
beat is much faster in the 
winter also. 

I would like to know the 
harmful effects on the 
heart, lungs and general 
health of a person when he 
is exposed in his work to 
carbon monoxide. Other 
men in the shop are af- 
fected, also, but not like 
me. 

Could you advise me 
‘what to do about it?

ANSWER: The diagnosis of acute carbon monoxide 
poisoning is usually easy because of the history of the 
patient’s exposure to the gas. The blood and congested 
tissues of these patients have an unusually bright, cherry- 
red color. 

We remove such patients to fresh air and give them 
artificial respiration if necessary. Carbon-dioxide inhala- 
tion is begun as soon as possible to institute normal breath- 
ing. Often thé patient is given oxygen by tent or face mask. 
In rare instances, depending on the severity of the poison- 
ing, blood transfusions also are given. 

Carbon monoxide exerts its damage because it has a 
greater affinity for hemaglobin than does oxygen (about. 300 
to one). Therefore it displaces oxygen from the blood and 
the body tissues suffer from oxygen deficiency. In fatal 
cases there are areas of small hemorrhages and softening 
of the brain. It is said that the Greeks and Romans used 
carbon monoxide in executing criminals. 

The diagnosis of chronic poisoning is often more diffi- 
cult to make. Mr. W. U. certainly seems to be correct in 
believing that the excess of carbon monoxide in his shop 
is causing his symptoms. It is well known that nausea, 
dizziness and headaches are common signs of chronie earbon- 
monoxide poisoning. 


x * * 

SOMETIMES THE EFFECTS of daily exposure to the 
gas can become cumulative. They may add up to serious 
injury to the brain. Therefore I suggest that Mr. W. U. 
have his boss call in the board of health to test the amount 
of carbon monoxide (if any) there is in the shop, Afterward, 
proper measures can be taken to neutralize it in the future. 

There are many persons who are innocent sufferers of 
carbon-monoxide poisoning, They complain of tiredness, 
dizziness, headaches and nausea, and the doctor cannot seem 
to ferret out the cause. Only when we go into your work- 
ing conditions and your heating equipment at home are we 
able to pinpoint the trouble. 

Be especially suspicious ef eoal-burning stoves, gas 
stoves and hot-air heating systems.

Family Crisis in the Bronx 


ADDY CHAYEFSKY, TV’s most successful playwright, 
who also scored with his first movie, “Marty,” came up 


for another round with “The CATERED AFFAIR,” at 
the ESQUIRE THEATER, this time with the screenplay 


adapted from Chayefsky’s television drama 
by Gore Vidal. 

Here again we have an unadorned, un- 
compromisingly candid picture of lower 
middle-class life in the Bronx, this time 
among Irish-Americans, specifically the 
Hurley family living in a railroad flat. 
A crisis in their lives is reached when the 
daughter (Debbie Reynolds) announces she is going to 
Marry a young man named Holloran (Rod Taylor.) The 
girl’s plump and dowdy mother (Betty Davis) is determined 
they owe the young couple a “big” wedding reception: The 


, young couple don’t want a reception, and the father of the 


family (Ernest Borgnine), a taxi driver, is appalled by the 
mounting costs, but mother barges ahead, hell or high 
water, hiring a ballroom, arranging for a $5 a head wedding 
breakfast with champagne and cocktails, impelled by the 
urge, familiar in affairs of this kind, of seeking social 
prestige by spending more than she can afford to. Finally, 
when the guest list mounts to 280 and the costs to more 
than the $4000 Pop has saved to buy his own taxicab busi- 
ness, and everyone is very unhappy indeed, the bubble 
bursts and the big catered afair has to be called off. (Some- 
how Chayefsky doesn’t seem to have heard of the often 
used stratagem of elopement to get out of the mess, but, 
then, there wouldn’t have been this particular story.) 

When you come down to it, it’s essentially “The Father 
of the Bride,” moved to a dingier part of town, and instead 
of being treated as comic material, shifted to the grim and 
drab side. That isn’t against it, as it is a very realistic and 
honest slice of life about the troubles of common folk. But 
Chayefsky’s drama shows the same weakness inherent in a 
lot of TV stuff. Having created a turmoil, he, nor the movie 
adapter, couldn’t resolve it with any punch ending. By that 
I mean one of tragedy, poignancy, irony, or a strong 
emotional kick. The kids merely have a simple wedding, 
and Mama lets Papa buy a half interest in a cab, showing 
that although they have lived without love all these years, 
she is determined to stop being selfish and let him have 
his way for once. The success of “Marty” lay in the fact 
it was heart-warming. This isn’t, particularly. 

Everyone concerned gives a good performance, including 
Barry Fitzgerald, who introduces the only ray of humor in 
the rather gray atmosphere as a tosspot bachelor uncle. 
Borgnine, however, looks no more Irish than Mussolini. 


Deadly Dick 


So anxious is Richard Widmark to get on with the kill- 
ing in “THE LAST WAGON” at the FOX, that he is seen 
shooting down from ambush a horseman crossing a river 
before the titles are even flashed on. As soon as the titles 
are gotten out of the way, Richard, utter- 
ing not a sound except for an occasional 
grunt, goes about shooting another of his 
enemies across Arizona's spectacular Oak 
Creek Canyon, then, running out of bul- 
lets, sneaking up on a third and plunging 
a knife into his gizzard. At this point, 
exhausted by starvation and this exercise, 
he is taken prisoner by a sheriff, brother of the three dead 
men. The sheriff brutally drags him along at the end of a 
rope until they join a wagon train, then chains him to a 
wagon wheel. But the sheriff will get nis too, never fear. 
Dick, glaring hatred, gets an arm free, reaches a conven- 
ient ax and hurls it into the skull of the sheriff, who, it 
is made clear, is an uncouth, cruel fellow who richly de- 
serves it. 

When Apaches massacre every one else in the train 
except two girls, two youths and a boy who have been out 
swimming, Dick is thrown over a cliff with the wagon 
wheel, but is dragged back up on a rope. A little subdued, 
he merely kills three Apaches after that, two in’hand-to- 
hand knife combat, one with a long shot of an arrow. Meet- 
ing up with a small party of soldiers, he teaches them how 
to scare off several hundred fierce charging Apaches by 
blowing up an ammunition wagon. 


He winds up on trial before an Army General—this is 
in 1875—on a charge of murder. It turns out he is 
Comanche Todd, who has lived 20 years with the Comanches 
and adopted all their tricks. In a trial in which all legal 
procedure is conveniently forgotten, Dick explains he killed 
the sheriff and his three brothers because they raped his 
Comanche wife and murdered her, and murdered their 
son. The general (Carl Benton Reed) then coyly assigns 
him to the custody of heroine Felicia Farr for life in one of 
the most asinine endings to a movie I can remember. 

The only thing worth noting about this otherwise mean- 
ingless exercise in violence is Widmark’s remarkable talent 
for instilling seething ferocity into the character, and giv- 
ing it ‘some plausibility. Mr. Widmark’ has a low dramatic 
boiling point; give him somebody to hate, and he is in- 
stantly a whiplash of deadly fury, his lean body tense, his 
light blue eyes blazing in his gaunt, bony face, a cobra 
ready to strike. He scares me. 

The co-feature is “A CRY IN THE NIGHT,” a story, 
done in low-keyed naturalistic style, about a girl, out with 
her bey friend in a Lovers’ Lane, who is kidnaped by a 
maniac and taken to a shack in @ junk yard while the 
police, including her father, a lieutenant of detectives, 
desperately search for her. Unfortunately, the suspense 
never draws as taut as the makers hoped, and it’s a little 
on the tepid side. Natalie Wood, who has still a lot to learn 
about acting, is the girl. Raymond Burr is the hulking 
maniac. Edmond O’Brien is the father, and Brian Donlevy 
another detective lieutenant. »

T 10 o’clock on the morning 
A of Monday, Oct. 29, a man 

by the name of Gordon 
Currie will be moored’ in the 
lobby of the First National 
Bank, and you enter at your 
own risk. 


Currie is a caricaturist, yet to 
describe him as such is a little 
like referring to Vesuvius as a 
hill. He is a highly improbable 
person, who also refers to him- 
self as a sort of ambassador of 
good will from Australia, some- 
thing which, aside from the 
good will angle, will certainly 
arouse a lot of curiosity about 
that country. 


Currie stands some five feet 
10 inches tall. He is built like 
a short wrestler. He has some 
red curly hair back of a high 
dome of a forehead, and when 
he smiles he displays enough 
ivory to stock.a curio shop. But 
his crowning glory is his mus- 
tache. : 


It is a lighter shade of red 
than his hair, shading off into a 
sort of pink. It flows from his 
upper lip out and downward in 
graceful swirls, and then up 
again to come to rest like a 
couple of worn out water-color 
brushes against his cheeks, It’s 
the kind of a mustache you 
don’t see much of any more. A$ 
though this weren't enough, 
Currie occasionally whips out a 
monocle and fastens it in one 
eye or the other. 


I guess, when you come down 
to it, Currie must be the man 
people have had in mind all 
these years when they said, 
“You must meet such interest- 
ing people.” He has been every- 
where and done everything, and 
in the course of it he has cari- 
catured the faces of some 200 
well known personages of the 
free world, which he calls 
“Faces of Freedom.” If pressed 
hard, or even touched on the 
sleeve, he will admit, with a 
resounding laugh, that he:is one 
of the two best caricaturists in 
the world. “Then if anybody 
wants to be the second best, 
that’s perfectly all right with 
me.”

Word trav- 
eled from bank to bank. Currie 
has no agent and needs none. He 
was described in a banking 
journal as “the greatest thing 
that ever happened to Ameri- 
can banking.” 

He chose banks, he explained, 
because they have dignity and 
standing in the community, and 
because, when you get to know 
them, they are really very hu- 
man institutions,’ something 
they themselves have been try- 
ing in recent years to get across 
to the public.

lash him down you find, too, 
that he is serious about what 
he is doing. 


When he came into town the 
other day to arrange for his 
tour of duty at the bank we had 
a talk. All the faces in his ex- 
hibit, he points out, are the 
faces of leaders in the free 
world, and one of the things he 
wants to do is make people con- 
scious of personalities impor- 
tant to democracy. “I think 
people should take a greater 
interest in their leaders and 
should actually revere them 
more than they do. They take 
the President of the United 
States for granted,” he points 
out, “yet it is still the highest 
office in the land.” 


His collection which will be 
on display includes, caricatures 
of such people as Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, Anthony Eden, Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, — Foster 
Dulles, Albert Eifstein, Jimmy 
Durante, John L. Lewis—which 
should give you an idea.

One writer said of Currie that 
his career would do credit to 
a man twice his age, which 
seems to be the case. 

He was born in Sydney, and 
apparently became irrepressible 
shortly thereafter. When he was 
12 he was conducting a chil- 
dren’s program on radio. He 
was a boy soprano and when he 
was 15 he formed his own tour- 
ing show. He even painted his 
own posters. 

While still in high school he 
was writing a column for a 
Sydney newspaper, and by the 
time he was 18 he was also in 
radio. He branched into press 
agentry, and one of his clients 
was the then unknown Sister 
Elizabeth Kenny. 


In 1939 he joined the Aus- 
tralian Black Watch regiment. 
Discharged in 1941, he was 
lent to the United States 
Army as co-ordinator of special 
services in Melbourne. He later 
joined the Australian Army 
again where he edited Army 
Parade magazine. In 1944 he 
joined the British Pacific Fleet 
as an official war artist. He 
served in the Pacific, Philip- 
pines, Korea, China and Japan. 

Once on a special mission, he 
found himself in a plane with 
an all-Chinese crew. The land- 
ing gear wouldn't go down. He 
couldn't speak Chinese, none of 
them could speak English. He 
whipped out his pad and pencil 
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and got across to them to dump 
all the gasoline, which they did 
just before the plane skidded in 
on its belly. 

It was during this period that 
he did many portraits of politi- 
cal leaders and military men. 
One day. .he was granted an 
audience to do a picture and 
make a tape-recorded interview 
with President Sergio Osmena 
of the Philippines. There was a 
short-circuit or something in his 
tape recorder, and when he 
plugged it in he blew every fuse 
in the palace. But Currie, as 
someone else once wrote, is a 
hard man to daunt. He went 
right on drawing as though 
nothing had happened. 

- . . 


FTER the war Currle, as a 
A diviomatic corps adviser, 

served as public relations 
counselor to the United States 
Ambassador to Australia, Rob- 
ert Butler. Then in 1948 he 
was brought to this country un- 
der contract to National Con- 
cert Artists. He appeared at 
the opening of Glenn MeCar- 
thy’s Shamrock Hotel in Hous- 
ton, and did caricatures of the 
famous people who came to the 
opening 

He went back to Australia, 
but he liked what hé saw in the 
United States, so in 1950, he 
came back, as “ambassador-at- 
large” for the Returned Sol- 
diers, Sailors and Airmen’s Im- 
perial League of Australia. He 
has been here ever since, dur- 
ing which time he has appeared 
on radio and television and con- 
ducted a column for the Los 
Angeles Mirror, illustrated with 
his own caricatures. And he’s 
still only 39 years old, he will 
tell you. 

In 1957 he plans to go back to 
Australia to tell the Australians 
how wonderful the Americans 
are. Just leave Currie alone 
and the United States and Aus- 
tralia may merge.

UESTION: Please straight- 
Q en me out on the words 

“lend” and “loan.” I al- 
ways thought that “lend” was 
the verb form and “loan” the 
noun. But I often hear people 
say “Can you loan me five 
dollars till pay day?” One fel- 
low in the office even says 
“lend me the loan of five 
bucks’’—but I think he's just 
trying to be funny. While 
you're at it, can you tell me 
where the word “buck” for 
dollar came from” 

ANSWER: Properly speak- 
ing, when you let someone have 
something for a period of time 
with the understanding that it 
will be returned, you are “lend- 
ing” it. And what you have 
lent jis a “loan,” However, in 
American usage, “loan” is also 
very frequently used as a verb 
and has become synonymous 
with “lend.” So it is perfectly 
correct to say “He loaned me 
the money.” 

In the figurative sense, how- 


ever, only “lend” will serve. 
Thus you would say, “The 
pastor lent (not loaned) his 


blessing to the couple” or “a 
fireplace lends (not loans) 
cheer to a room.” . 

“Buck” meaning dollar is a 
slang term from a favorite 
American indoor sport, poker- 
playing. Originally the “buck” 
was a marker or counter placed 
before a player to remind him 
that his was the next turn to 
deal. In the gambling dens of 
the early West, silver dollars 
were often used as such mark- 
ers and, in time, the name 
“buck” came to be applied to 
both silver and paper dollars. 
Despite the fact that “buck” 
has been in our language for 
more than a hundred years, it 
is still labeled “slang.” 


* * » 

QUESTION: What's the 
origin of the word “break” in 
such common phrases as “he 
got a good break” or “the 
breaks are against him”? 

ANSWER: This seems to be 
our day for dabbling in the 
uplifting arts, for just as 
“buck” comes from poker table 
slang, “break” comes from the 
poolroom. in starting a game 
of pool the numbered balls are 
racked up in triangular forma- 
tion.
